Health officer 
provides 
annual report 
to county

The top health official for the region cel- 
ebrated achievements made by Crawford 
County officials and agencies while high- 
lighting areas where there is room for 
improvement, 

Linda Van Gills, chief health officer for 
District Health Department #10 which cov- 
ers 10 counties, recently gave the agency’s 
2010 annual report to the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners. 

Van Gills said she was pleased that 
Crawford County was ranked 37 among the 
83 counties in the state providing clinical 
care, That includes providing access to care 
and quality of care. 

Van Gills highlighted family planning 
and wise women programs, which tracks 
causes for chronic diseases such as choles- 
terol, and high bold pressure, The testing is 
done as women are going through breast 
and cervical cancer screenings. 

“We're finding cancer early, we are treat- 
ing these women and getting those individ- 
uals on Medicaid,” Van Gils said. 

Van Gills added that 198 clients in 
Crawford County received family planning 
services, Which tncludes teaching parenting 
skills and nutrition to ensure a safe preg- 
naney and good birth weight for infants. In 
addition, Van Gills said the county was at 
an 80 percent compliance rate for immu- 
nizations administered for children 
between 18 months and 35 months. A total 
of 1,486 immunizations were given in 
Crawford County last year, including 778 
influenza vaccines and 2,302 HINI shots. 

A total of $5 million in Woman, Infant 
and Children Vouchers (WIC) were 
redeemed in the District Health Department

Staff at Mercy Hospital 
Grayling began initiatives 
to improve communication 
and make senior citizens 
feel at ease when they arrive 
in the emergency room. 

On Wednesday, May 4, 
Mercy Hospital Grayting 
began utilizing equipment 
and enhanced emergency 
medical care for senior citi- 
zens in its “Senior ER.” 

As a member of Trinity 
Health, Mercy Hospital 
Grayling has joined other 
hospitals in the national 
health system in imple- 
menting a new emergency 
department specifically 
designed to address the spe- 
cial needs, personal prefer- 
ences and physical comforts 
of adults over the age of 65. 

The Senior ER was first 
implemented by Trinity 
Health at Holy Cross 
Hospital in) Maryland. 
Trinity Health has seven 
hospitals in southeast 
Michigan and St. Mary’s 
Hospital in Livonia has also 
implemented the Senior 
ER. Mercy Hospital 
Grayling is the first hospital 
in northern Michigan to 
have a Senior ER. 

Many of the fixtures for 
the Senior ER were put in 
place when Mercy Hospital 
Grayling opened its $6.3 


million Brasza-Pinch 
Family Emergency 


Department in 2007. Those 
included non-glare, non- 
slick flooring, handrails in 
the rooms and the ability to 
dim the lights and control 
volume of the television in 
the room. Toilets are also in 


some rooms for conve- 
nience of patients with 
mobility issues. White 


boards are also used so 
patients know the names of 
their doctors and physi- 
clan’s assistants. 

Mercy Hospital 1s replac- 
ing all mattresses for its 
hospital beds to include air 
pressure reducing mattress- 
es with air pockets that 
redistribute =a patients 
weight (to provide more 
comfort. 

One of 


the main tools 


_ Janisse, 


used in the Senior ER is a 
pocket talker, which can be 
attached to a patient’s shirt 
or placed in their pocket. 
The device allows patients 
to amplify their voice and 
adjust the volume so they 
can hear conversations with 
health care providers and 
their families. 

“The patients who have 
used it just thought it was 
great,” said Amanda 
RN, BSN and 
assistant director for the 
Mercy Hospital Grayling’s 
Emergency Department. 
“It’s adjustable so it’s not 
too loud or not too soft. 
They can adjust it to just the 
level they need.” 

A Senior ER toolbox can 
also be taken from room to 
room. The too! box includes 
hearing aides, reading 
glasses and a magnifier to 
allow seniors to read med- 
ical forms and discharge 
forms. The box also 
includes bracelets to identi- 
fy people who are fall risks 
or have an arm where an [V 
cannot be used. 
Communication boards are 
also used to help patients 
sound out words or explain 
symptoms. 

The Senior ER includes 
the hospital’s stroke robot. 
Emergency room staff use 
the robot for people who 
have suffered from strokes 
A physician from _ the 
Michigan Stroke Network 
based out of St. Joseph 
Hospital Mercy Hospital in 
Pontiac can see the patient, 
look at CAT scans and lab 
results. They can even drive 
the robot to the patient’s 
room, where they can dis- 
cuss what medical interven- 
tions should be taken or if 
neurosurgery is required at 
the Pontiac hospital. 

Janisse, who has been 
working on the Senior ER 
for a year, said 14 of the 17 
rooms in Mercy Hospital 
Grayling’s Emergency 
Department can be used for 
the Senior ER. The overall 
improvement enhances the 
care provided to all patients. 


“What we do for the 
seniors is good for every- 
body,” she said. 


Nurses went through 
training provided by the 
Michigan Nurses 
Association for the Senior 
ER. Physicians went 
through training provided 
by the Cleveland Clinic, a 
non-profit academic med- 
ical center that integrates 
clinical and hospital care 
with research and educa- 
tion. 

Special forms are used 
when seniors are dis- 
charged, providing them 
with information for home 
health care, Crawford 
County Commission on 
Aging services such as 
Meals on Wheels and con- 
tact information for 
Northern Lakes Community 
Mental Health. 

Janisse said the Senior 
ER helps with the mission 
at Mercy Hospital Grayling 
because 20 percent of the 
patients they treat in the 
emergency department are 
over the age of 65. Of those 
patients, 40 percent are 
admitted into the hospital 
for care. The national aver- 
age for hospitals treating 
senior citizens in their 
emergency rooins is [5 per- 
cent, while the Trinity 
Health has 18 percent of 
seniors being treated in the 
ER. 

Janisse satd the data helps 
drive what resources are 
purchased, dollars that are 
spent and what enhanced 
training takes place. 

“It’s important to. start 
determining what resources 
they need and making sure 
we understand how to treat 
people who have chronic 
illnesses,” she said. 

In the past, Janisse said 
emergency rooms were set 
up to treat 25-year-old, 
healthy males and were 
geared to be more of a trau- 
ma center. 

With enhances in health 
care and medicine, people 
are Itving longer with 
chronic diseases which has 
required hospitals to change 
its focus. 

“With things getting safer 
and safer, we see fess trau- 
ma and more chronically ill 
people so we have to be bet- 


Hearing set for 
peddlers permits

The Grayling City 
Council is considering 
changes to its peddlers per- 
mit ordinance that) would 
level the playing field for 
established businesses, non- 
profit groups and businesses 
that come into the commu- 
nity for a few days. 

Under the ordinance, a 
business is defined as any 
current and operating estab- 
lishment located within the 
city, which is retail, service 
or wholesale oriented. 

Under proposed changes 
to the ordinance, any busi- 
ness may apply for a busi- 
ness sponsored peddler per- 
mit and wouldn’t be subject 
to applicable fees set by the 
city council. The business 
would assume all ability 
for the peddler. The peddler 
operation must be located 
on the sponsoring  busi- 
ness’s properly. 

Businesses may only 
obtain two business spon- 
sored peddler permits per 
month. Each permit shall 


not exceed three consecu- . 


live days. 

The ordinance docs not 
apply to vendors participat- 
ing in the City of Grayling’s 
Farm Market.

No licensee will be grant- 
ed permission to sell their 
goods and wares in the 
Elmwood Cemetery — or 
within 200 feet of a perma- 
nent city business that sells 
the same goods of wares. 

The amendments were 
prompted by vendors, 
which located on the prop- 
erty of established business- 
es which allowed the sale of 
food and other goods. 

“We're trying to work 


with local businesses which 
want to have special events 
and this is a mechanism that 
will allow them to accom- 
plish that,” said Graying 
City Manager/Police Chief

British royal succession rule may change 


the succession rule, allowed 
that it “would strike most 
people as a little old fash- 
ioned,” and other British 
officials admitted some 
aspects of the rule “could be 
discriminatory.”

Discussions have begun 
with the [5 — British 
Commonwealth countries 
which recognize the British 
Monarchy, and thus would 
be affected by any change. 
Change would — require 
agreement and similar legal 
changes in all 15 
Commonwealth countries, 
including Canada. 

THE PRESENT Queen 
Elizabeth H, who is 84, 
became monarch because 
her father, King George VI, 
had no sons. Her eldest son, 
today’s Prince Charles, is 
next in line. His sister, 
Princess Anne, is next eldest 
stbling in this family, but as 
for possible succession is 
below younger — brothers 
Andrew and Edward, who 
will be out of the running 
anyway once older brother 
Charles becomes — king, 
because his sons will be in 
line.

Prince Charles has only 
sons, the newlywed William 
and his brother Harry, so 
there’s no gender rivalry at 
that stage of succession, 

However, if the newly- 
weds, William and Kate, 
produce a daughter before a

December 2010 decision, 
the Supreme Court reversed 
a Court of Appeals decision 
that had undermined the 
rights of riparian landown- 
ers and the public in lakes 
and streams, and cut off the 
rights of citizens to bring 
suits under the Michigan 
Environmental Protection 
Act against the state for 


issuing permits that harm or 


pollute the environment. 
However, in carly 2011 
newly elected Republican 
Attorney General Bill 
Schuctte played a purely 
political card when he asked 
the Supreme Court to rehear 
the case. He reportedly indi- 
cated that the newly elected 
conservative Justices to the 
Court could provide a basis 
to overturn the Court’s 
December decision. 
Schuette’s motton raised no 
new issues that had not 
already been completely 
deliberated and decided by 
the Court. The only change 
was the seating of newly 
elected Justice Mary Beth 
Kelly, who defeated Justice 
Alton Davis of Grayling in 
the November 2010 general 
clection, and newly appoint- 
ed Justice Brian Zahra, who

based on a change in the 
political make up of the 
Court or it does not present 
any new significant issues. 

“The December decision 
should have put a period on 
a long-expensive struggle by 
citizens to right a wrong to 
protect our water and envi- 
ronment,” said Jim Olson, 
one of the lead attorneys for 
the Anglers of the AuSable, 
the organization who fought 
and won the decision in 
December 2010. 
“Unfortunately, it appears 
the taint of pure politics 
turned the taste of justice 
sour.” 

Bruce Pregler, president 
of the Anglers of AuSable, 
agreed. 

“The decision is a slap in 
the face to the citizens of 
Michigan who depend upon 
the plain meaning of our 
laws that grant them the 
right to bring actions in our 
courts to protect our water 
and environment,” Pregler 
said. “Is another decision 
for big business, and against 
citizens, the environment, 
and our economic recovery, 
which depends on our pure 
water and environment.” 

Simpson said interests 
with greater resources out- 
matched citizens. 

“A political pawn game 
favored politics over the 
rights of citizens in 
Michigan to expose wrong- 
doing by government and 
deep pockets,” Simpson 
said, 

Gaylord attorney Susan 
Topp, who represented 
Simpson, said the Supreme 
Court should not have 
addressed the case a second 
time. 

“Rehearing was not war- 
ranted,” Topp said. 
“Nothing changed. There 
were no new issues, No new 
laws. Just two new justices 
and our rightful victory was 
gone ina blink of an eye.” 

On a positive note, Pregler 
said the Supreme Court's 
order does not affect the trial 
court’s injunction to prevent 
Merit Energy’s plan to dis- 
charge the treated water. 

“Kolke Creek and the 
AuSable River remain pro- 
tected for now, and we live 
to fight another — day,” 
Pregler said.

Crawford County offi- 
cials have charted the next 
stage for development of 
the Crawford County Air 
Terminal. 

The Crawford County 
Air Terminal is located just 
north of the Grayling Army 
Airfield on land owned by 
the State of Michigan. The 
Graying Army Airfield is 
on property owned by the 
federal government. 

County officials will 
advertise for bids to pro- 
vide aviation fuel at the 
Crawford County Air 
Terminal, starting on 
Tuesday, May 3. 

Maj. Jim Robson, facili- 
ties engineer for Camp 
Grayling, and Staff Sgt. 
Chris Cook, manager for 
the Grayling Army 
Airfield, will oversee crite- 
ria for the companies sub- 
mitting bids. The deadline 
for the Crawford County 
Airport Board to award a 
contract has been set for 
June 3. 

The total cost for devel- 
opment of a fuel farm at 
the Crawford County Air 
Terminal is just under 
$500,000. The project is 
being funded through a

Administration grant, . 
passed through the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation. 

Crawford County 


Administrator Paul Compo 
said the state and county 
officials have access to 
$355,000 for the first- 
phase of the fuel farm 
development. 

The first-phase of the 
project includes installing 
a 10,000-gallon tank for 
aviation fuel and other nec- 
essary equipment at the 
Crawford County Airfield 
Terminal. The local fund- 
ing match for the county is 
$9,000, which county offi- 
cials are hopeful they can 
pledge through in-kind ser- 
vices, 

“We expect that what 
work can be done out there 
locally, well put a price 
tag on that and say this is 
our match for phase-one,” 
Compo said. 

Providing fuel at the 
Crawford Air Terminal 
puts the county in a classic 
good-news-bad news busi- 
ness situation for the coun- 
ly. 

The good news is pro- 
viding fuel will create 
more opportunities for eco-

Compo said. The bad news 
is the county will face fill- 
ing the fuel tank as fuel 
prices continue to spike. 

“The initial cost of fill- 
ing that tank will be signif- 
icant, but we’ll have to 
address that at that point,” 
Compo said. 

The actual fuel farm will 
be located outside the 17 
acres leased for the 
Crawford County) Air 
Terminal on Grayling 
Army Airfield property. 

The next phase of the 
fuel project includes pro- 
viding jet fuel through the 
fuel farm. That could be a 
win-win for pilots coming 
to the Crawford = Air 
Terminal and the military, 
which would require 
installing a larger tank than 
what will be used to supply 
regular aviation fuel. 

“They don’t have fuel 
support out there and that 
has been as issue for a 
long-long time,” — said 
County Commissioner 
Scott Hanson, a Camp 
Grayling employee and 
former member of the 
Michigan National Guard 
at the base. 

Rick Anderson, vice- 
chairman of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, noted that 
the fuel farm would come 
under the jurisdiction of 
Camp Grayling if a nation- 
al threat is declared. 

Under direction of the 
late Col. Dennis Hull, a 
former Camp Grayling

Post Commander, Camp 
Grayling officials began 
working to develop the air 
terminal with Crawford 
County leaders. The termi- 
nal allows civilian pilots 
more ease in accessing the 
airport and their airplanes 
in case the Grayling Army 
Airfield goes under a secu- 
rity lockdown. The 
Grayling Army Airfield 
and civilian traffic was shut 
down for five to six days 
following the 9/11 terrorist 
attacks, Anderson said. 

Having the fuel farm in 
place will give the 
Crawford County Airport 
Board a greater ability to 
plan for future storage of 
airplanes and administra- 
tion at the Crawford 
County Air Terminal. 
Currently, four of eight T- 
hangers are rented and two 
remain available for tran- 
sient pilots. One pilot is on 
a waiting list to rent a 
hanger and two other pilots 
have inquired about long- 
term leases. 

The fuel farm will 
improve chances of bring- 
ing a fixed based operator, 
who would oversee hanger 
leases, fuel sales and main- 
tain airplanes. The coun- 
ty’s development at the air- 
field would then allow 
county officials to decide if 
it would build more T- 
hangers for individual 
planes or if a larger build- 
ing will be necessary 
where planes can be stored 
and maintained. 

“We haven’t had fuel 
sales so tt’s hard to guess 
where to go from here,” 
Anderson said.
